Stroll through the tree-lined walkways of the Fine Arts Garden—masterfully designed by the firm of 
landscape architect Frederick Law Olmsted, the designer of Central Park in New York City—to view 
sculptural highlights including Edith Barretto Stevens Parsons’ Turtle Baby (1), Malvina Hoffman’s Boy 
and Panther Cub and Chester A. Beach’s Twelve Signs of the Zodiac and Fountain of the Waters. 
Make way to the 1916 building’s south entrance to tour the permanent collection galleries and visit 
Louis Hayet’s Banks of the Oise at Dawn, one of the CMA's most recently acquired works.

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A major international loan exhibition of great importance, Shinto: Discovery of the Divine in 
Japanese Art presents artworks of Shinto, Japan’s unique belief system focused on the veneration of 
divine phenomena called kami. Organized by the Cleveland Museum of Art, with the special 
cooperation of the Nara National Museum, the exhibition presents about 125 works in different media 
—Calligraphy, painting, sculpture, costume and decorative arts—assembled from Japanese and 
American museums, shrines and Buddhist temples. 


The exhibition includes treasures never before seen outside Japan and a significant number of works 
designated by the Japanese government as Important Cultural Properties, which may be shown for no 
more than several weeks a year for preservation purposes. Because of this and the light sensitivity of 
other works on view, the exhibition has two rotations: April 9-May 19 and May 23—June 30. Almost 
half of the works on view during the first rotation will be replaced with new works for the second 
rotation.

$10 adults; $8 seniors and students; $5 children age 6-17; $5 CMA member guests; free for CMA 
members and children ages 5 and under. 


Nonmember tickets purchased during the first rotation (April 9-May 19) can be redeemed for a free 
ticket to view the second rotation (May 23—June 30). Redeem in person by presenting the original 
ticket or order confirmation receipt. CMA members can view the exhibition for free at any time.

and Post-Impressionist Art. 
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Louis Hayet painted Banks of the Oise at Dawn (1888) in the radically new style of neo- 
impressionism, also known as pointillism or divisionism, during the early years of the movement. This 
painting enriches the CMA’s overall representation of 19th-century French landscape painting, forming 
both a complement and an instructive comparison to works by Eugéne Boudin, Claude Monet, Paul 
Cézanne and Vincent van Gogh.
